Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

1 . This Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance is in response to the 
Appeal Brief filed on June 2, 2006. Based on the outstanding persuasive 
arguments presented by the Applicants, the rejection is withdrawn, and all the 
claims are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
present invention relates generally to network management, and more 
particularly to monitoring health problems of network devices and services of a 
managed network environment. Furthermore it is directed to not only to 
indicate the occurrence of a critical event, but to also be able to quickly and 
readily ascertain the exact nature of that critical event. Likewise, Dev et al (US 
6,374,293), the prior art of record, is directed to do the same (Abstract). Dev 
discloses most of the claimed inventions including most of the subject matter of 
independent claims 41 and 58. 

Dev teaches most of the claimed subject matter of claims 41 and 58, 
Although Dev mentioned that his system being highly flexible and user 
configurable, Dev, however, fails to teach 

'presenting to the user, in response to the user-selection, a user interface listing the user- 
definable group mew attributes for the selected group view container', and receiving via the user 
interface a user modification of one or more of the listed group xnew attributes'^ as recited in 
method claim 41 and as substantially similarly recited in system claim 58. 
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For at least the reasons provided above, Dev does not anticipate 
independent claims under 35 USC 102(e), nor does it anticipate claims 
(dependent) that depend on these independent claims. Thus, prior art neither 
renders obvious nor anticipates the combination of claimed elements in light of 
the specification.
